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Continuation of 2. NOTE: As pointed out in the FINAL rejection, mailed 8/26/03, the specification, drawings, and originally filed claims do 
not provide support for "statistical model". In the FINAL rejection, amended claim 1 9 was rejected for this NEW MATTER issue. This 
NEW MATTER issue was added to proposed claim 24,even though there is a lack of written basis for it. The specification does state "to 
apply numerical values to the interactions and the inputs, to model the appllcation"(p. 4, lines 1-2) and Figure 5a does list specific 
parameters used in certain statistical tests; however, this information does not correspond in scope with or sufficiently encompass the 
broad idea of "statistical model" as stated in proposed claim 24. 

In addition, the lack of written description rejection is maintained for claims 1 , 12, 19, and 27 due to the presence of NEW MATTER. The 
35 use 102 rejection of claims 19-23 is maintained. The 35 USC 103 rejection of 1-4, 6-12, 14-18, and 25 is maintained. 

If the amendment had been entered, the proposed claim 26 would be in allowable form. 

Also, if the amendment had been entered, the lack of written description rejection, 35 USC 102 rejection, and 35 USC 103 rejection would 
be withdrawn as a result of the cancellation of claims 1-23, 25, and 27. 
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
